EXPLANATION OF COAT OF ARMS 

The crest, designed for St. Michael’s Retreat House, combines the 
Franciscan coat of arms with the sword and wings of St. Michael the 
Archangel. The flaming sword and outspread wings, symbolic of St. 
Michael, form a cross which suggests the Greek letter TAU so often 
used by St. Francis, who, inspired by the Apocalypse of St. John, saw in 
it the sign of those who are Christ’s followers. The Franciscan coat of 
arms represents the wounded hand of Christ and the hand of St. Francis, 
expressive of the Stigmata which St. Francis received and his conformity 
in body and soul to Christ.

I am pleased that the Franciscan Fathers have accepted the 
direction of the Retreat House. Their experience in this field 
guarantees its success. My fondest hope is that from its first 
beginnings it will attract a host of retreatants and be for them 
and the Archdiocese a source of spiritual growth and blessings.

THE RETREAT MOVEMENT 


The seed of the Retreat Movement was 
planted many years ago by Christ Himself 
when He would take the Apostles and go off to 
a desert place for a few days. During this time 
spent in seclusion, they would pray and think 
things over and prepare themselves for the 
work ahead. 

Ever since that time Christians have peri¬ 
odically gone away from their everyday routine 
busy environments to a place apart where they 
could pray and think things over and renew 
their strength and faith. However there were 
relatively few who could avail themselves of 
this opportunity. It is true that the clergy and 
religious would make a yearly retreat, but for 
the most part there were no facilities set aside 
for Lay Retreats as such. 

Then, during the 20th Century, the idea 
of Lay Retreats began to catch hold and even 
mushroom into a widespread popular movement. 
This is not surprising since the Retreat Move¬ 
ment fulfills a need of this 20th Century when 
the tensions and pressures of everyday living 
are continually mounting. 

To most people in Saskatchewan however, 
the idea is entirely new. It is hoped that with 
the opening of St. Michael’s Retreat House they 
will soon become acquainted with the idea 
through their own personal experience. The 
popularity of the Retreat Movement in other 
areas and the ever growing number of Retreat 
enthusiasts indicate that those who have never 
made a Retreat can look forward to something 
very special and delightful. 



His Grace Archbishop O’Neill, ever solici¬ 
tous about the souls committed to his care and 
knowing the spiritual benefits that would 
accrue to his people, has long looked forward 
to establish a Retreat House for this Archdio¬ 
cese. A few people in this area having profited 
by personal retreats, were enthusiastic about 
sharing their good fortune with others. As a 
result, in 1960, plans were launched which were 
to bring about the building of St. Michael’s 
Retreat House. His Grace Archbishop O’Neill 
asked the Franciscan Fathers of Western 
Canada if they would take over this project. 
Being an entirely new area in which most of 
the people didn’t even know what a Retreat 
House was, this proved a major undertaking. 
Special credit must go to Father Timothy 
Gilker, O.F.M., who first undertook this monu¬ 
mental task. Accordingly a group of clergy and 
Catholic laymen and laywomen was organized 
into what is known as St. Michael’s Retreat 
League. It was their objective to raise the 
necessary funds for building the Retreat House 
and to generate enthusiasm for the Retreat 
Movement. 

We wish to express our sincere thanks to 
each and every one who was instrumental in 
bringing about the completion of this great 
project. The labors and difficulties encountered 
will be amply justified and rewarded when the 
rich harvest of spiritual good is gathered in 
during the years to come. 
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St. Michael’s Retreat League was inaugurated on March 14th, 
1962, in order to assist the Franciscan Fathers in planning and 
building a Retreat House. This league consisted of some thirty 
prominent Catholic lay people, together with each pastor from the 
City of Regina. His Grace Archbishop O’Neill appointed the direc¬ 
tors of St. Michael’s Retreat League in an advisory capacity.
